Tbe assessment plaeed upon tbe Jar 
vie Memorial Library endowment fund 
property in Austin pls;e has been taken 
off by the Town Connell. Tbe assees- 
meots levied upon tbe Glen Btdge Cem¬ 
etery Company's property in Franklin 
avenue, a&d that upon tbe property lo 
Thomas street of the Morris County So¬ 
ciety for the Promotion of Religious 
Learning, axe do a before the Commis¬ 
sioners of Appeals, and It is likely that 
they will be declared illegal assessments 
and stricken from tbe tax duplicate- 
Tbe Savings Institute demands that Its 
assessment bh reduced from 69,006 to 
f3,4t0. Tbe' National Bank claims ex¬ 
emption aider the law from tax upon Its 
stock aod is Jikely to gain Its point, and 
all tbeesfthtags taken together point to 
a large reduction In tbe available tax¬ 
able assets of the town. All of these 
assessments were returned to thtf 
County Board end the town pays oounty 
tax upon them. Tbo Board of Assessors 
In their seal to get ail the taxable prop¬ 
erty possible upon the tax books in¬ 
cluded all of the above enumerated 
doubtful property.

Trust companies and savin;; banks are 
assessed to the value ol! their realty 
holding, and to tbe corporation direst, 
while their security holdings such as 
government bonds, stocks and bond* of 
New Jersey railroad companies, and gas 
companies, mortgagee, etc., are exempt 
and deducted In estimating the value of 
tbe capital stock and surplus for, tax¬ 
ation. 

A comparison between these two 
olaeeea of Institution!) consequently 
shows that the investment In a share 
of the latter wontd yield the greater In¬ 
come to the Investor, even though the 
book value he less. 

The contention by Nutlona.l banks le 
that as all these Institutions use capital 
and do a competitive buulneeo they 
should be taxed fairly and equitably on 
some common basis, equally advan¬ 
tageous to all, and that while ihey are 
restricted to a great extent In the char¬ 
acter of their Investments and ka other 
channels and^ required to carry a greater 
amount of revenue, tbey should at least 
not be taxed unfairly,, or at no greater
